Abstract 


Title: Effects of childhood antineoplastic therapy on dental development 

Authors: S. Hsieh, M. Arora, H. Somerville, P. Shaw, S. Hibbert 

Objectives: To evaluate the long-term effects of paediatric antineoplastic therapy on dental development. 
Design: Cohort study 

Setting: Children’s Hospital at Westmead 


Sample and Methods: Participants were included if they had received antineoplastic treatment prior to 16 years of age and were 
in remission for more than 5 years. Participants underwent a dental examination and orthopantomograms (OPGs) were taken. 
Holtta’s Defect Index was used to assess tooth aplasia, microdontia and root-crown ratio on OPGs. Each tooth was assigned 
defect points (more severe defects accrued more points), which were added to give the HDI score for each patient. Multivariable- 
adjusted regression models were used to estimate the effect of sex, age at start of treatment and treatment modality (surgery, 
chemotherapy, radiotherapy) on HDI scores and occurrence of microdontia and hypodontia. 


Results: One hundred participants (61% male) were recruited. The mean HDI score was 24.7+17.8. The mean HDI scores 
were highest for children who were between 3 and 5 years of age the start of treatment (meanage 3-5=35.5; 95% CI:25.6 — 
45.3). Stem cell transplantation (SCT) increased the HDI score by 19.0 (P<0.0001). Head and neck irradiation increased the 
HDI score by 12.8 (P=0.001), while total body irradiation (TBI) increased the HDI score by 16.8 (P<0.01). A cumulative dose 
of cyclophosphamide greater than 7500me/m2 increased the HDI score by 13.06 (P=0.01). 


Conclusion: Younger age at start of treatment, BMT, head and neck irradiation, TBI, and receiving more than 7500 mg/m2 
of cyclophosphamide increased the risk of dental disturbances. This is the first study to apply the HDI to patients receiving all 
forms of antineoplastic treatment, and amongst the first to clinically assess the dose-dependent relationship between cumulative 
dose of cyclophosphamide and dental disturbances.
